DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art does not teach the use of distorting 
optics for imaging an object upon a "detector array'' rather than 
upon a screen. It would not have been obvious at the time of 
the invention to extend the pre-distortion concepts of oblique 
image projection to systems utilizing detector elements.
